SOME EARLY LEWIS COUNTY MARRIAGES 
Submitted by Robert B. Smith 
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NEW AND NOT-SO-NEW 
HACKER DISCOVERIES 


Some new discoveries and some new-to-me discoveries shed 
some interesting light on the Hacker ancestors, William and 
Ann Turner Dillon Hacker. In Volume I, Issue 2, p- 7, HCdJ, 
the arrival in America, meeting and marriage of these two 
grandparents was discussed and the claim by William Hacker, 
author of THE HACKER RECORD,that the meeting and marriage 
occurred in 1725 was questioned. 

John Sheldon Hacker of Tyler, Texas, and Franklin Walters 
of Port Charlotte, Florida, have been working on this issue for 
quite some time. Here is what they have found: 

William Hacker (1690-1772), father of John, William, Elizabeth, 
Nancy Ann and Mary "Polly", was apparently transported to America 
in 1730 after being found guilty of stealing 4 cocks, 17 hens, 

5 drakes and 5 ducks belonging to Christopher Tilson. A letter 
to dg. Sheldon Hacker from the Corporation of London, Records 
Office, reprinted on the next page explains the details of the 
story. 

On 28 October 1730 he was transported to America on the 
ship "Forward" captained by George Buckeridge and arrived 
at "Potomack, Va." (now Maryland) in January 1731 where he 
was issued a landing certificate. There were 155 prisoners 
on board all of whom were sold to the highest bidder for seven 
years servitude. This information, found in BONDED PASSENGERS 
TO AMERICA*by Peter Wilson Coldham, corresponds with the data 
from the Corporation of London and was discovered by Franklin 
Walters. 

Potomack, Md., is just across the river from Stafford 
County, Virginia, where William Hacker m. Anne Turner Dillon 
in 1738, 7 years after he landed. He had apparently completed 
his servitude and was able to marry. 

In the same work, Volume III, Anne Turner was found as 
sentenced to be transported to Virginia from Middlesex, England, 
in December 1727, 3 years before the arrival of William. She 
sailed on the same ship "Forward" but the ship at that time was 
under the command of William Loney. Perhaps the fact that 
they came to America on the same ship, although at different 
times, led to the story that has come down through the generations 
that they met on board ship. It is probable that Anne, whose 
7 years servitude was over three years before William's, married 

Dillon who may have died and left her a widow. 

T am fully aware that the story has come down through 
various branches of the family that William was a sailor boy 
and may have come to America under a different name. It doesn't 
seem probable to this author that this story is true. It seems 


more likely that the sailor boy story was invented to protect 
the children and grandchildren.

He appeared at 
the April Sessions of 1730 accused of stealing 
4 cocks, 17 hens,,5 drakes and 5 ducks belonging to 
Christopher Tilson. John Nicholson deposed that 
Hacker, William Field and himself were drinking at 
Teddington (Co. Middlesex) on 5 April and then went 
and stole the fowls about ll o.m. They took them 
to Brentford where they put them in a stable and got 
a man named Guy Moore to sell them. Hacker denied 
this and alleged that Nichelson had asked him to 
fetch some fowls which he had bought, but the jury 
found him guilty and sentenced him to transportation, © 
He is described in the oroceedings as ‘William Hacker 
of Hampton Court'. 


The original records of the trial are likely 
to be deposited in the Greater London Record Office 
(Middlesex Records), 1 Queen Anne's Gate Buildings, 3 
Dartmouth Street, London, 3iW.1. and you mary wish. cy

more information than the printed proceedings, and

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As descendants each of us should remember that William 
and Anne were among the hundreds of thousands who were transported 
for often very petty reasons and that these people had the 
strength and stamina that survived the wilderness that was 
West Virginia and the sloppy bogs of Kaskaskia and made us what 
we are today. 

Another "find" in recent times was a picture of John 
and Mary Ann Hacker Helmick which was taken about 1860. Mary 
Ann was b. 18 July 1793 in the John Hacker blockhouse on Hacker's 
Creek in Lewis County. Her parents, John and Margaret Sleeth 
Hacker, had lost their eldest daughter, also named Mary Ann, to 
the Indians in 1787 and decided to name their new baby in her 
elder sister's honor and for Margaret's mother, Mary Ann Wallace 


Sleeth. 


John and Mary Ann (Hacker) Helmick 


Mary Ann m. John Helmick, s/o Jacob and Barbara Helmick, 
on 28 Aug 1811 in Harrison County, (W) Va. John Helmick was 
a widower with one child. John's first wife was Joan Ryan 
whom he had wed in 1805. 

The photo, taken from a tintype, came from John Wesley 
Helmick of Orlando, Florida, via Franklin Walters and Mary 
Southall. 

To my knowledge, this is the only known picture of one of 
John Hacker's children. 
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According to William Hacker's "Hacker Records", Margaret 
Sleeth Hacker was a small woman - built much like Mary Ann. 
Wouldn't it be nice to know if Mary Ann looked like her mother? 

Discussion of Mary Ann Hacker Helmick brings up another 
problem concerning this family. The Editor recently received

This notice is being sent primarily to persons I have contacted in the past 
years for data on their branch. Most are already listed in the book as a contri- 
butor of data, old pictures, ete.. IL am sure that some of my friends, correspond- 
ants, or relatives would Like to learn the status of the book that I have been 
"talking about" and gathering data on for 50 years eke month Sevan. 


During the last couple of years, 1 have worked my way through copies of 
original records and a. Hag—cabinet full of notes, and have prepared a manu- 
script that I am When this is completed, IT will talk to some 
publishers and try to arrange far publication. 1 know one of the first questions 
they will ask will be--how many copies do you want printed? A well-considered 
decision here is most important for many reasons, and the answer has a drastic 
effect on the cost. This then is the reason for taking a simple poll to get an 
approximate number required. 


RREAKE 


At this point I will give you a very brief outline of what I have accomplished 
to date. The book starts out basically with the POWELL family in Virginia, circa, 
1630 and I have proven the Lineal descent from that period down to 1984, about 13 
generations or over 350 years of our nation's history. 


Original public records were consulted always and many copies were placed in 
the book with Bible records, wills, charts and pictures included. Family connec- 
tions have been proven and support documents referenced. 


Although the book starts out as a POWELL history, early in the 1800s several 
POWELLS marry into the HARDMAN family. The entire HARDMAN family was researched 
back as far as possible---in this case to the 1725 period, so the book contains 
the same type of detailed researched material as does the POWELL line. The results 
are that there are probably several thousand HARDMANS and their descendants listed 
from 1725 to 1984 with proven lineage. In addition to this many hundreds of the 
HARDMANS may trace their blood lines back through the POWELL line as a result of 
the intermarriages. 


This same procedure is followed on other lines when possible; for example, 
the POOL family. There are approximately 400 known POOL descendants in 1984 who 
may trace their blood line back through the POWELL line to 1630 in Virginia. 


Another simple example - one of my grandchildren could turn to proven refer- 
ences in the book and show descent from the 1630 period in Isle of Wight County, 
Virginia from many families in addition to the POWELLS. From this early period 
until the end of the Revolutionary War, his blood line may be traced back in the 
book to at least these lines: HEARN, MURRELL, WATERS, JOYNER, GARNER, POPE, 
HOOKEY, KLEYSS, SHOEMAKER, LANSINGER, SEIGFRIED, WINGARD, ALEXANDER, GOODE, 
(CHRISTOPHER) CLARK, BIBB, TYRRELL, CHANDLER, HARDMAN and KEY. 


Basically the manuscript is organized chronologically from 1630 - 1984. 
The assembled manuscript is hand-scribed and now overfills Flarge 3"x8-1/2"x11" 
note books with approximately @800 written pages, supported by these additional 
pages: 
x I. Approximately 50 special family charts spaced throughout the book toa 
ensure easy reference and identification of family members. 


x 2. Approximately 90 full page copies of Bible records. 
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3. Approximately 230 pages of photos of special interest material - from 
newspaper clippings to public documents, maps, Rev. War items, etc.. 


4. Approximately 50 pages of photos of wills and old letters written over 
100 years ago. 


5. Over 500 pictures of persons discussed in the book - a number were born 
in the 1790 or early 1800 period. 


6. Persons interested in Patriotic Societies, such as COLONIAL DAMES, COL-~ 
ONTAL DAUGHTERS OF THE 17th CENTURY or D.A.R., etc., will find data and 
proof to qualify for membership, based on records of a number of early 
ancestors. 


Plans are to have a hard back book with 8-1/2"x1l" pages, good grade of 
paper, properly indexed, hopefully in one volume. It is not feasible to guess 
what price to expect. They will be sold at cost, as I have no plans to make any 
money on the project. Books with much less in the way of pictures and multiple 
lines are commonly Listed in the range of $40.00. 


As pointed out earlier, the number printed will have a great bearing on the 
cost. Also it is not likely that there will be a second printing, so those in- 
dicating interest will be considered First in filling any orders.

The identity of Amelia Sleeth, w/o John Hardman, (p. 48,.... 
Vol. III, Issue 1, HCd) has become known in a rather unusual 
way. I was reorganizaing the Scotch-Irish Seminar for the 
Coshocton Chapter, 0.G.S., which had been scheduled for last 
fall but was cancelled due to problems obtaining a main speaker. 
Donna Hotaling, the foremost authority on Scotch-Irish history 
and research, of Vienna, Va., had agreed to speak sometime in 
the spring. I was speaking with her on the phone and explained 
my Personal reasons for being interested in Scotch-Irish 
history and consequently mentioned the Sleeth name. Donna 
said that one of her close friends was researching the Sleeth 
family also. We started comparing notes and I became fairly 
certain that Donna's friend was one of my cousins with some 
roots on Hacker's Creek. I wrote to Donna and sent information 
about the organization. As it turned out, Donna's friend, 
Frances Doherty, had more than just a few roots on Hacker's 
Creek and we were cousins through different lines. Frances' 
letter, reprinted on p. 54 , shows Amelia's parents as being 
Alexander Sleeth (1785-1831) and Christina Keith (1788-????).

He assisted his brothers in clearing and cultivating the 
farm and later, becoming interested in growing sheep, he 
went into partnership with J.R. Ware, of Mechanicsburg, 
following this business until 1863, when he became a 
member of the 167 Reg., Ohio Voluntary Inf., for service 
in the Civil War. He was with his company in camp at 
Urbana, when he received a note from his partner which 
asked him to turn over his gun to the messenger, a man 
by the name of Thos. Cartmell, as the latter was willing 
to take his place, and was an unmarried man. Mr. Ware 
knew that Mr. Hardman's absence from the sheep farm would 
be a sad loss to their business, and as soon as Mr. Hardman 
recognized the fact, he made arrangements by which he could 
turn over to Mr. Cartmell his equipments, after which he 
returned home. 

"On Oct., 29, 1856, Wm. Hardman was married to 
Margaret Ellen Bireley, who was born March 11, 1838 in 
Maryland, and is a daughter of Lewis and Sarah Birely. 
They came to Clark Co., Ohio in 1839, and for a short time 
in Springfield Township, and in 1840 came to Pleasant 
Township, where they lived during the remainder of their 
lives."

"On Oct. 29, 1906, Mr. & Mrs. Hardman enjoyed the 
celebration of their golden wedding anniversary and it was 
an occasion that will long be remembered by all who were 
premitted to participate in it. Friends and relatives were 
in attendance from Madison, Clark and Champaign Counties 
and also from Columbus, numbering 4 children and 7 grand- 
children, and 88 other relatives and near friends, many 
of whom had never before found an opportunity of becoming 
acquainted. With their expressions of interest, good 
will and affection, they each brought an appropriate gift. 
The banquet which served 95 guests, was probably the most 
elaborate ever served in Pleasant Township. Two gifts 
most highly prized an admirable picture of Mr. & Mrs. 
Hardman, the first taken 50 years before this anniversary, 
and the 2nd about this period. 

"Altho Mr. Hardman has reached his 77th birthday, 
he still takes an active interest in his farm, and looks 
carefully after his valuable Delaine Sheep. In politics 
Mr. Hardman is a Republican, and was reared in the faith 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, but his religious 
views arg, now in accordance with those of the Universalist 
Church."

Civil War letter from Stephen H. Helmer to wife =Odi— 
Maria J. Davis Helmer 


"Pigeon" Gap "Altona" Mountains, Ga. 
Tuesday evening - May 3ist 186) 


My Dear Wife - your kind letter dated the 26th inst. 
was reced today. I was indeed glad to hear from you and as you 
requested an immediate answer, I shall surely comply with your 
request, I wrote to you a day or two ago - yet I have nothing 
more to write than to tell you that I am all right. So far I 
am certainly luckey or have been so far. And I think I will 
come through All Right. On the 27th, as I told you in my last 
letter our company lost 1 killed, 5 wounded and 2 missing - 
since then 1 of the missing has come up to the company = 
leaving only 1 missing - who I suppose is a prisoner. 
Christian J. Sensenbaugh was the one killed of our Co.-- 
I would have written to Wm. Stiles, but I have neither time 
or paper. As my port folio is back in our Regimental 
(looked like magzand but think it was wagon) and paper is very 
scarce indeed - Christian was struck in the head and killed 
instantly was killed by a musket ball. - After dark (on the 
27th) we were ordered to face back to a better position. 
Most of our dead and some of the wounded = fell into Rebels 
hands. Such was the case and it could not be helped. The Rebels 
got the body of C. J. Sensenbough - but we got off all the 
wounded of our company - yet some of the other company were 
obliged to leave part of their wounded on the field. Tell 
Mr. Ort that D. C. Steele was killed. I have often heard 
him speak about Mr. Ort and I suppose they were well acquainted. 
Steele was much of a gentleman and a good soldier. 
Our company miss C. J. Sensenbough more than any other 
one that has fallen. He was an excelent solder. Allways 
ready to do his duty, loved his company and Regt. he fell a 
brave soldier= nobly doing his duty------- 
I do not think we will move from our present position 
for a time. Our division now holds "Pigeon" Gap which we had 
to fight for, and I think we will stay here until there is 
something done by the army on our right our position is secure. 
The Rebs tried to drive us from our works this morning but found 
out their mistake and fell back faster than they came up. 
Our army igs in good spirits and are only anxious for "Johny 
Rebel" to come and try to drive us from our entrenchments. As 
try is all that they can do. 
I have written all that I know of interest to write about. 
At times there is no chance of writing for two or three weeks- 
and if you don't hear from me every week-don't be alarmed - 
and think I have forgotten you - or anything has happened. For 
should anything happen me you would hear it. 
My love and regards to Grandma Mother and all the family. 
Reserve a share for yourself and Corwin. 
I remain as ever your husband.

Significance 


Though the log house and the large log barn on the Swisher-Law farm 
were not atypical for the region at the times they were built, their 
survival together to the present tire makes the farm historically valuable. 
The farm (then 147 acres) was bought in 1808 by Peter Swisher III, a son of 
a large local family of Pennsylvania Gorman origin,' The house first 
occupied by the femily of Peter Swisher III on their Hacker's Creek farm 
burned in 1631. Shortly thereafter a new, two-story log house {the nusleus 
of the present house) wes built with the help of ngighbors. That house- 
raiging is documented in Swisher family tradition.~ According to that 
tradition the double-pen log barn that still stands sheltered the house- 
raisers while they cospleted their work, Therefore, the barn pre-dates 
the 1831 house and probably post~dates the 1808 purchase of the farm. 


A daughter of Peter Swisher III, Katherine, narricd Thomas lav. That 
couple bought cut the other heirs of Peter Swisher in 1839 to make the 
Swisher-Lay farm their home.3 The far: remained the property of the Law 
family until around 19716 when it (now 14 acres) wes sold by Hugh Alonzo 
Lay to Grant Cayton.” By an arrangement made at the tire of that most 
rocent sale, Hugh Lay continued to occupy his Mfe-long hame until his 
death in May 1978. 


Descrintion 


The Swisher-Law hous waa expanded several times over the ‘years 
towards the rear. The log house raised in 1831 (later sheathed with 
veatherboards) is the front section of the present dwelling. Originally 
that log house consisted of one relatively large room each on the lower 
and upper stories. Those rooms later wora partitioned. A stone chimney 
was built to the rear of the log nouse with two fireplaces to serve the 
rooms of the log house as well as a third fireplaces on the opposite side 
of the chimney to serve an addition that apparently was planned at the 
tize of the house raising, That addition, likely built soon after the log 
house was raised, is one-and-a-half stories and frame and consists of one 
Jovar room, one upper half room, and an enclosed staircase. At later 
dates the dwelling was expanded further by fraxe additions. The Swisher~ 
Law house today has an appearance that is at once pleasantly rambling 
and surprisingly homogeneous. 


Another indication that the one-and-e-half stery, first addition 
was built around 1831 is the presence in the lover room of that addition 
of early built-in cupboards of walnut and poplar similar to the built—in 
cupboard in the lower room of the log section. Two, probably identical, 
mantels were affixed to the fireplaces in those rooms, They vere removed 
a number of years ago in a renovation. One mantel, unfortunately, was 
cut dom for installation in a house in Weston, The other mantel, made 
of walnut probably circe 1831-60, was stored on the fara of. a neighbor 
until acquired recently by this writer who has it in his apartment in

The Swisher-Lay farm in the carly ninetcenuth century very likely. 
had several log outbuildings, The barn is the sole survivor of that 
group, Tater outbuildings include a frame wash house (demolished) and a 
bank cellar house consisting of a frame upper story cantilevered over 
a cut-stons lowar ;Story and seml-detached from the kitchen of the house 
(still standing)? 


The new owner of the farm has expressed an interest in restoring 
the house.

The life of John Bush, who gave his name to the fort 
at Buckhannon, Upshur County, West Virginia. In 1781, John 
Bush received a certificate for 200 acres on the Buckhannon 
River to include his improvement made in 1773. 

On the 24th of April* John Bush (living on Freeman's 
Creek), having very early.sent two of his children to drive 
up the cattle, became alarmed by their screams, and, taking 
down his gun, was proceeding to learn the cause of it, when 
he was met at the door by an Indian, who caught hold of the 
gun, forced it from his grasp, and shot him with it. Bush 
fell across the threshold, and the savage drew his knife to 
scalp him. Mrs. Bush (Elizabeth Hacker, d/o William and Ann 
Turner Dillon Hacker) ran’ to the assistance of her husband, 
and with an axe, aimed a blow at the Indian with such force 
that it fastened itself in his shoulder, and when he jumped

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bac, his exertion pulied the handle from her hand. She then 


drew her husband into the house and secured the door. John 
Bush died of his wounds.
